GREAT CROWDS CHEER HIM 


He Responds in a Speech, Telling 
What He Has Done, 


| SAYS HE WAS WHIPPED THE FIGHT 


Declares’ That His Men Have Done 
, the Work They Were Sent 
Out To Do. 


Havana, December 11.—General Weyler 
arrived here at half-past 6 o'clock this 
evening. He rode into the city on horse- 
back, accompanied by two squadrons of 
cavalry. His coming ‘had been made known 
to the public and large crowds gattrered 
to welcome him. He was given a popular 
Ovation from the thme he reached the city 
limits until he arrived at the palace. At 
some places has route girls strewed flowers 
in his pathway, and he was in other ways 
treated as a popular hero. 

Calle Ocispo, Calle O’Reilly and other 
streets in the vicinity of the palape and the 
plaza de Armas were jammed with people 
who enthusiastically cheered the captain 
general as he rode along. When he ar- 
rived near the palace the enthusiastic 
crowd surrounded him, despite the military, 
and he was compelled to stop his horse in 
order not to ride down his admirers, who 
greeted him with all manner of local cries. 
A passage way was finally opened and 
General Weyler proceeded to the palace. 
Shortly after he had entered the building 
he appeared upon a balcony, and was 
greeted with the most tumultuous cheering. 
The scene was reminiscent of the time 
when Martinez Campos arrived in Havana 
years ago after pacifying the island. 

When General Weyler called upon. his 
audienre to cheer for the king, for Spain 
and for the army, a roar went up that 
could be heard across the bay in Moro 
castle and the fortress of Cabanas. 

Weyler Says It’s All Over. 

When silence had been restored General 
Weyler made an address, from the tenor 
of which it would be supposed that the 
suppression of the rebellion was an ac- 
complished fact. He said among other 
things that everything) that had been done 
had been accomplished by the army which 
had been entrusted with the pacification 
of the island and the scariest! of 
Spain's sovereignty. 

He was continually interrupted by cheer- 
ing, ‘which was continued after he had 
left, the balcony. 

Later Gencrar Weyler gave a reception 
that was attended by the memivers of the 
municipal corporation, delegations from 
various socleties and prominent residents 
of the city. All congratulated him upon 
the succese that has attended the Spanish 
army and complimented him upon the 
effectiveness of campaign in Pinar del 
Rio. 

The city tonight presents a most ani- 
mated aspect, reflecting the joy folt by the 
Spaniards becausc of Maceo’s death and 
General Weyler’s triumph over the insur- 
gents in the western provinces. Casa 
Blanca, the little village under the walls of 
the Cabanas fortress and Regla, on the 
southern side of the bay, held little 
demonstrations of their own in honor of 
the victorious return of General Weryler. 

Part of the cheering that was every- 
where heard tonight was for Major Ciru- 
jada, in the engagement with whose com- 
mand Maceo lost his life.

The Gazette's correspondent says ttiat the 
ship had on board 210 passengers when she 
left Antwerp and embarked a great many 
more at the various Spanish purts she 
touched at. The character of the Salier’s 
wreckage, Which has already ween washed 
ashore, indicates that the steamer quickly 
went to pieces.

four miles north of Villagracia, on the night 
of December 7th, the vessel being at the 
time less than three miles off shore.

ersham county, Georgia. 

A constable from Elkins came for Cox, 
but he was held awaiting further develop- 
ments, and the North Carolina officer had 
to go back without his man. Since his ar- 
fest inquiries and facts regarding the 
priscrer thave been showered thick and 
fast upon the Norfolk chief of police. 

Sheriff Gribble and J. H. House, of Hab- 
érsham county, Georgia, came here -yes- 
terday to see if the man they wanted was 
in limbo and easily identified “Cox” as 
John Westerman, who had stolen two po- 
nies and a buggy from House, of the 
firm of House & Spencer, October 7th last. 
From these f¢wo gentlemen facts regarding 
the prisoner were obtained which show 
that he is almost a record. breaker as a 
horse thief. He first appeared at Blue 
Ridge, Ga., on October 7th as W..A. Fox, 
where he hired two horses and a buggy. 
He took them to Hall county, Georgia, 
where he swapped them to Jeremiah Haw- 
kins for one good saddle horse and $15 in 
cash. He then went to Clarksville, where, 
on October 27th he hired two fine ponies 
and a good buggy from House’s firm, valued 
at $200. Westerman skipped to Walhalla, 
8S. C., where he again traded, but kept the 
buggy. He then’ went to Greenville, 8S. C., 
then to Spartanburg and on to Gastonia, 
where he traded the Walhalla mare for an- 
Other horse. His next stop was at Char- 
lotte, N. C., and at Davidson College, N. C., 
in Mecklenburg county, he traded Haw- 


_Kins’s horse to J. M. Potts and then went 


to Statesville, where he sold the Gastonia 
horse. Elkins and Leakville were the next 
towns visited, where he traded two horses 
and House’s buggy to Ivy & Co. for $100 
worth of tobacco and 80 cents in cash. 
Westerman shipped the tobacco to Pe- 
tersburg to J. O. Brown, who was none 
other than himself, where he sold it. He 
then went to Waverly, Va., where he stole 


a ‘horse and buggy from Doyieé. Co.,-whith , 


he brought to Norfolk. 

Chief Dornin has information | that .the 
prisoner defrauded an old. man in North 
Carolina, besides other victims yet to hear 
from. The sheriff had requisition papers 
for Westerman, but they were tncomplete, 
lacking Governor O’Ferrall’s signature, Tne 
prisoner, however, consented to go with 
him and was manacled in the afternoon 
and taken over the Norfolk and Carolina 
road to Clarksville, Ga., for trial. 

There seem to be still others who have 
been victimized’ by him, as the following 
telegram from Kinston, N. C., today will 
show: 

“Mr. G. W. Harper, of this place, 
lost a pair of horses last April, stolen, he 
thinks, by the same man, but going by a 
different name.

KILLS MOTHER AND HERSELF. 


MISS COOPER TURNS ON THE GAS 
WHILE MES. COOPER SLEEPS. 


Girl’s Father and Several Members 
of the Family Had Committed 
Suicide. 


San Francisco, Cal., December 11.—Mrs. 
Sarah B. Cooper, famed throughout the 
entire United States because of her untir- 
ing zeal in works of charity, and her 
daughter, Miss Hattie Cooper, were found 
dead in bed at the Cooper residence, 1902 
Vallejo street, this morning, both having 
been asphyxiated by gas. 

All evidence tends to show that Miss 
Cooper, who suffered from acute melan- 
cholia, arose after her mother had fallen 
asleep, and with suicidal intent, turned on 
the gas. When discovered both bodies were 
rigid, death having occurred several hours 
before. 

The news of the tragedy, which spread 
with great rapidity, caused one of the 
greatest sensations San Francisco has 
ever experienced. The sensation was the 
greater because of the announcement by 
the Coopers’ family physician that Miss 
Cooper had made two unsuccessful pre- 
vious attempts to end the lives of herself 
and her mother in the same way. 

Notwithstanding the danger to which she 
was constantly subjected, the heroic moth- 
er refused to be separated from the 
daughter, remaining by her side every hour 
for days and weeks at a time. She made 
her will in expectation of the fate that be- 
fell her. 

Mrs. Cooper was a cousin of Colonel Bob 
Ingersoll. She was a native of New York, 
but married H, F. Cooper ,of Chattanooga, 
publisher of The Chattanooga Advertiser 
many years ago. The family moved to San 
Francisco in 1869, and there Mr. Cooper 
committed suicide eleven years ago. 

This fact, and the knowledge that sev- 
eral members of her father’s family had 
taken their own lives, unbalanced the 
daughter’s mind.

ELEVEN BODIES RECOVERED. 


One Hundred and Ten Persons Buried 
in Falling Houses. 

‘Cadiz, December 11.—A terrible disaster 
occurred at Xeres, in the province of An- 
dalusia, sixteen miles from this city, this 
morning, through the collapse of a building. 

A house containing twenty-five persons 
collapsed without warning, burying all the 
inmates in the debris. The house fell upon 
an adjoining tenement building, which also 
gave way. 

The tenement house was inhabited by 
eighty-five persons, all of whom were 
buried by the wreckage. Eleven dead 
bodies and forty-six seriously injured per- 
sons have already been taken from the 
ruins, and the work of excavation for the 
‘purpose of recovering others is proceeding 
as rapidly as possible.

Though inoffensive as a rule, the pro- 
vincialism of The Boston Herald as- 
serts itself with extreme harshness 
every now and then. 

In commenting a few days ago upon 
the death of Colonel John R. FeHows, 
the late district \\torney of New York, 
The Herald observes that Colonel Fet- 
lows was a splendid illustration of 
what a northern man transplanted in 
the south may become. While the lan- 
guage of this opening paragraph is sug- 
gestive of friendly criticism, it appears 
from what follows that The Herald was 
in anything else but a generous mood 
at the time. 

Without multiplying words, The New 
England daily proceeds to say that early 
in life Colonel Fellows drifted toward 
the south and that when the call to 


“rebel” army. No allusion whatever is 
made to his conduct on the fie!d of bat- 
tle, as the bare fact that he fought un- 


The Herald’s purpose. After making it 
plain that Colonel Fellows was intense- 
ly southern in his views and sentiments, 
The Herald declares that nowhere else, 
except in New York, could a man with 
such a record have been-elected to pub- 
lie office by northern votes. 


But this is not the core of the editorial. : 


In further criticism of the influences to 
which Colonel Fellows was subjected 
during the period of his residence in 
this section, The Boston Herald goes on 
to say that he was a man of superficial 
attainments who did little else but make 
speeches and who was prone to be indo- 
lent. Without assuming to defend Golo- 
nel Fellows, who has passed away from 
the scenes of this earth and whose ears 
are dull both to praise and censure, ft 
is on}y just to this section of the coun- 
tny to resent the sweeping inference of 
The Herald, so far as it reflects upon 
the south, and to brand such a covert 
fling as the product of stupid tenorance. 
Only a few weeks ago the same New 
England paper saw fit to speak of Judge 
Crisp in terms of severe criticism. The 
earth had scarcely closed over the ashes 
of the lamented Georgian before The 
Poston Herald sought to impugn the 
memory of the south’s great leader. Such 
exhibitions of sectional hatred are not 
calculated to foster a _ sentiment of 
brotherhood. On the contrary, they 
serve only to retard the progress of 
reconciliation and to postpone the ulti- 
mate triumph of peace and good will.

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The Faith Cure in Politics. 

“Let us have peace” on the money 
question, says Editor Godkin in The 
New York Evening Post, and then he 
proceeds to print a clamorous, column- 
long declamation against the proposal 
to renew and revive the movement in 
favor of international bimetallism. 

Editor Godkin’s cry for peace and his 
clamor against international bimetal- 
lism are based on the fact that the 
senate caucus of republicans has adopt- 
ed a resolution providing for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee of the cau- 
cus to recommend some plan whereby 
legislation may be had at this session 
of congress looking to an international 
conference with leading nations of the 
world for the promotion of bimetallism. 

The Evening Post points out that 
this is all perfunctory and means noth- 
Ing, and therefore has no excuse for 
being. Consequently, ™let us have peace,” 
cries Editor Godkin,. forgetting that his 
Own stentorian tones add largely to 
the uproar; forgetting also, and in the 
strangest way, that to cry peace is not 
to have peace. The price of peace is yet 
to be paid, and when it is paid, and the 
whole country is prosperous, then we 

. Shall have peace on the money question 
and not before. 

‘ Moreover, there is the republican 
pledge to promote international bimet- 
allism. Does not Editor Godkin de- 

gm Sire to see Mr. McKinley and Mr. Han- 
na make a tremendous effort to keep 
faith with the dear people? It is true 
the pledge means nothing: but. political- 
ly speaking. Fditor Godkin will have to 
give the’renublicans an opportunity to 
engage in the business of make-believe.

= tor Godkin, “is to change the issue. to 
' turn the public mind upon something 
= else.” In all essentials this is the ap- 
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plication of the faith cure to politics, 
but will it work? ‘Will it be any more 
successful here than it has been in dan- 
gerous bodily ailments? We fear mot, 
It is creditable to Editor Godkin’s men- 
tal adaptability that he is in fayor of 
the faith cure in politics, but, in the 
nature of things, it will not be success- 
ful. When a man’s stomach is empty, 
or when a business man is compelled to 
give floor room to a receiver and an 
auctioneer, it is idle to tell him that 
prosperity is abroad in the land. 

The thing for the republicans to do is 
to restore prosperity as speediy as pos- 
sible. When that arrives Editor God- 
kin will not have to clamor for ‘‘peace” 
on the money question. 
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To Be Remembered. 

Referring in his message to the civ- 
il war, “the destruction of property” 
and “the wasting of our country’s sub- 
stance,” which are “now past and for- 
gotten,” Mr. Oleveland goes on to re- 
mark that, in spite of the fact that these 
things are mow past and forgotten, 
“there remains with us today, in full 
strength and activity, a8 an incident 
of that tremendous struggle, a feature 
of its financial necessities not only un- 
suited to our present circumstances, but 
manifestly a menace to our business Se- 
curity and an ever-present agent of mon- 
etary distress.” 

We wonder if the thought has never 
occurred to Mr. Cleveland that the 
greenbacks, which are the “feature” and 
the “agent” to which he refers in the 
foregoing, were never regarded as “a 
menace to our business institutions” 
until he himself, at the beginning of 
his present term, began to dabble in 
financial reform, and ‘to insist that his 
nostrums were good for the people. 

Let any impartial mind take up our 
history since the war, and it will be 
found that the greenbacks had never 
proved “a menace to our business se- 
curity” until Mr. Cleveland went be- 
yond the law, reversed the whole finan- 
cial policy of the government, and de- 
clared these notes to be redeemable in 
gold alone.

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The University’s Appropriation. 

In reversing its action of last Wednes- 
day, and appropriating the sum of $14,- 
000 annually to the State university for 
the next two years, in addition to the 
$8,000 owed by the state, the house has 
not only felicitated the friends of that 
institution but performed a valuable ser- 
vice to the cause of higher education in 
Georgia. 

So critical was the need of the State 
university that a change of attitude on 
the part of the house was almost in- 
evitable. There was nothing extrava- 
gant in the university’s appeal for help 
and nothing which could possibly war- 
rant a deaf ear to her entreaty. It was 
merely for the purpose of enlarging 
her accommodations, which are now 
taxed to their utmost limit, that she 
was forced to call upon the state for 
help. In the hour of her extremity there 
was no other body to which she could 
appeal, except the legislature; and the 
action of the house on yesterday in 
coming to the rescue of the institution 
shows that Georgia does not intend to 
ignore her university. 

One of the most gratifying features 
of the vote on yesterday was the zeal- 
ous championship which graduates of 
Mercer and Kmory in the house gave 
to the cause of the university’s appro- 
priation, showing their pridé in the in- 
stitution as a ward of the state. 

When the appropriation comes up in 
the senate it is safe to predict that the 
Same consideration for the needs of the 
State university which the house mani- 
fested yesterday will likewise be shown 
by the members of that body: To think 
otherwise would be to do the senate a 
grave injustice. 

Not only as the alma mater of her 
sons but as her own cherished institu- 
tion Georgia recognizes the high claims 
which the university has wpon her and 
which the state cannot, in honor, ig- 
nore.

If there is any virtue in long season- 
ing, the new iron-clad monitor, the Pur- 
itan, will doubtless prove a valuable ac- 
cession to our naval fleet. 

With a crew of 200 men the ponder- 
ous vessel entered upon its career of 
service last "Wednesday afternoon. 
Quite a large multitude gathered at the 
dock in New York to watch the inter- 
esting spectacle and to cheer the boat as 
it plowed the waves for the first time. 

The history of the Puritan is unique 
and interesting. The original pattern 
was designed by Ericsson in 1864, but 
nothing was done for several years, ex- 
cept to build the rough hull. In 1875, 
the construction of the boat was turned 
over to John Roach, of Chester, Pa., 
who destroyed the old works, although 
he used much of the material in build- 
ing the new monitor. In spite of the 
zeal with which the builder entered up- 
on his task, he soon found that he had 


' undertaken a great responsibility. There 


was a disposition on the part of con- 
gress to criticise his workmanship, and 
this was still further aggravated by a 
lack of confidence throughout the coun- 
try. Despite the hostility of the pub- 
lic, however, and frequent interruptions, 
the boat was completed in 1883 and 
launched for the first time upon the 
water. 

With the changes which have taken 
place in naval and engineering science 
within the past few years, the govern- 
ment has found it necessary to remodel 
the Puritan from top to bottom. In ac- 
cordance with this decision the boat 
has been in the hands of experienced 
contractors for some time. On last 
Wednesday the work of remodeling the 
immense structure was formally com- 
pleted, and the monitor again placed 
upon its active mission of protecting 
the nation’s coast. 

In the judgment of experienced en- 
gineers the Puritan is one of our strong- 
est and best equipped war vessels. 
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Professional Education. 


The bureau of education has just is- 
sued a pamphlet on professional edu- 
cation, which contains a number of in- 
teresting statistics. 

It shows that in the various medica] 
colleges of the United States there are 
22,887 students; while in the law schools 
of the country there are only 8,950. 

Irom these figures is would seem 
that, in point of numbers, the medical 
profession was much stronger than the 
legal profession. Such, however, is not 
the case. The last government census 
shows that the number of lawyers in 
the United States is fully equal to the 
number of. doctors. ‘ 

The disparity between the two pro- 
fessions, so far as educational institu- 
tions are concerned, is explained by the 
fact that only a small number of law 
students take a collegiate course. They 
prefer to derive their training from the 
office of some experienced lawyer, and 
when they master the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the profession they are form- 
ally admitted to the practice. Not so, 
however, with young physicians. Before 
receiving a license to practice medi- 
cine they are first required to take a 
prescribed course of study in some mec- 
ical institution. 

With lawyers a collegiate training is 
optional; with physicians it is impera- 
tive, 

In this same pamphfet it {fs shown 

that in the various theological semina- 
ries of the country there are 8,050 stu- 
dents preparing for the ministry. 
With respect to the fair sex, there are 
1,413 women engaged in the study of 
medicine and sixty-five prosecuting the 
study of law. Quite a number are also 
preparing themselves for the ministry 
and other branches of professional 
work. 
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The suggestion contained in the in- 
terview of Colonel J. C. Hendrix, pub- 
lished elsewhere, is an admirable ofe, 
and the plan of the series of lectures 
proposed for the Boys’ High school 
would be productive of much good, if 
adopted. It is to be hoped that the 
board of education will take favorable 
action on the suggestion by adopting 
the proposed resolution. The feature, 
if adopted, will prove not only inter- 
esting but highly instructive, and if a 
student of the high school received the 
benefit of such lectures once a week for 
the full ‘high school term it is doubtful 
if, at the end of that time, any other 
branch of instruction received during 
the same period would be as beneficial, 
in a practical way, as that received 
from such a course. A four years’ 
course of such lectures given without 
cost to the city—and they can no doubt 
be arranged on this basis—would be 
in itself a liberal education.

James Buchanan 
could trace his lineage back to one of the 
kings of Ireland, while the two Harrisons 
are descended from King Powhatan 
through the marriage of his daughter, Po- 
cahantas, to Capta’n John Rolfe. The Lees 
of Virginia trace their ancestry back to 
King Robert Stuart, of Scotland. Amelie 
Rives, to James I, of Scotland, and Ed- 
ward ITI, of England, and the Bourkes, of 
New York, to Charlemagne and Alfred the 
Great. Charles Chauncey, once president 
of Harvard, was descended from Louis IV, 
of France: General Meigs, from David the 
I, of Scotland: the McInéoshes of Georgia 
and New Jersey, from William the Con- 
queror, and the Calverts, of Baltimore, 
from Charles II, of England.

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SPAIN SATISFIED WITH MESSAGE 


Government and People Pleased With 
President’s Language. 


Washington, December 11.—Semi-official 
advices from Madrid today state .that 
government circles as well as the r- 
vative element generally are entirely sat- 
isfied with the feature of the president’s 
messige which relates te Cuba. .

ANOTHER RECEIVER ASKED FOR | 


Intervention Charges That Insolvency 
Was Contemplated When the 
Mortgage Was Filed. 


An interesting intervention was filed yes- 
terday morning in the American Uphoistery 
Company litigation in which the plaintiffs 
ask for the appomtment of another fre- 
celver, charging that the company was 
insolvent at the time the mortgage was 
delivered in favor of the Capital City bank. 

The intervention which was filed yester- 
day was brought by Attorneys’ Abbott & 
Cox and Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, repre- 
senting the following creditors: The H. B. 
Claflin Company, W. & J. Sloan, Thomas 
Kelly, J. Stronheim & Sons, O. H. Hayes & 
Co, and Swift & Co, The plaintiffs allege 
that the accounts due them are past due, 
upon which payment has been refused. 
They claim the company is insolvent and 
that its indebtedness is unsecured. 

It is charged in the petition that the 
American Upholstery Company was insol- 
vent at the time the mortgage was filed 
to the Capital City bank, which they claim 
was illegal. The plaintiffs also claim that 
they sold goods to the company upon state- 
ments made the mercantile agencies, 
which statements they say were false and 
did not show the real condition of the 
company. They say they would never have 
scold the goods had the true financial con- 
dition of the company been known. 

The intervention shows that the president 
of the Capital City bank and the cashier of 
the American. Upholstery Company were 
on most intimate terms, being closely re- 
lated, and that the bank was well aware 
of the condition of the company at the 
time the mortgage was given.

Northeastern Railroad Will Come Back 
With a Favorable Report. 

The house will take another chance at 
the bill author.zing the governor to 3ell 
the Northeastern railroad. The Dill will 
come up probably joday in amended form 
or: its third reading. 

Members of the railroad committee can- 
not say again that they were ignorant of 
the provisions of the bill. As stated in 
yesterday’s Constitution, the bill had a 
thorough discuss.on in the mailroad comunit- 
tee on Thursday night and was referred 
to a sub-committee of six. This sub-commit- 
tee was composed of Chairman Charters, 
Messrs. Johnson of Hall, Slaton, <Arm- 
Strong, Reece’ and Boynton of Calhoun. The 
sub-committee met yesterday afternoon, 
agreed on some important amendments and 
reported it back to the house. 

in its new form the bill authorizes the 
governor to sell the Northeastern, the up- 
set price to be $287,000. A certified check 
for $10,000 nyust be deposited by bidders be- 
fore bidding. The first payment must be 
$50,000, to be paid in thirty days. The bal- 
ance must be paid in five equal annual in- 
stallments. 

The amended bill will permit the sale of

Entire County Police Department May 
Be Looked Into. 


SPICY DEVELOPMENTS ARE ANTICIPATED 


The Commissioners Will Convene at 
ll O'clock This Morning in 
Special Session. 


The board of county commissioners will 
meet this morning at 11 o’clock for the 
purpose of giving County Officers Bradley 
and Herrington. who were discharged by 
Chief Verner a few days ago on the charge 
of receiying bribes, an opportunity to make 
their statements. 

The call for this special meeting was 
made yesterday, and each member of the 
board was notified that the session would 
be held this morning. Chairman Collier 
will not be able to attend the meeting, on 
account of illness, but Commissioner 
Thompson will act as chairman pro tem. in 
Chairman Coll.er’s abs\nce. 

The county police forge is authorized by 
the board of county dommissioners, and 
although Chief Verner has the authority to 
discharge his men when he thinks it-neces- 
sary, the serious charge preferred against 
Officers Bradley and Herrington by the 
chief was broughit to the attention of the 
commissioners, and after an investigation, 
they decided that it was but just that the 
officers should be given an opportunity to 
make their statements, giving their side 
of the question. 

The officers will be represented this morn- 
ing before the commissioners by Attorney 
Lewis W. Thomas, who has been retained 
as legal counsel. He h:s already filed an 
application for injunction against the board 
of commissioners, asking that they be re- 
strained from paying any more salaries to 
the county force, which, if granted, would 
of course be a death wow to the depart- 
ment, 

Since the question has been agitated, 
however, the commissioners have received 
quite a number of letters from persons 
living in the country and removed from the 
protection afforded by the city police depart- 
ment, asking that the county force be re- 
tained, as it had accomplished much good 
in arresting criminals and putting a stop to 
Sunday gambling and commissions of other 
crimes in violation of the Sabbath laws, 

So far the commiss:oners have had but 
little to say about the matter, taking the 
view that the chief had ample authority to 
discharge his men when he desired or when 
their services were not satisfactory, but 
great pressure has been brought to bear 
upon the commissioners to grant the dis- 
charged officers a hearing, and they have 
consented to do so. The hearing would 
doubtless have been held earlier than this, 
but the iliness of Mr. Collier and the ab- 
sence from the city of several other mem- 
bers of the board of commissioners.

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There was a breezy little fight over a 
railroad charter in the senate. 

The bill of Senator Golightly to amend 
the charter of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad brought on a discussion which was 
entirely unexpected. The bill came up on its 
third reading with a favorable report from 
the committee on corporations. 

Senator Kilpatrick opened up a fight on 
two features of the bill, which he showed 
were amendments to the charter as it now 
gtands. He said that he had no objection 
to the present charter being extended for 
another thirty years, for there was no .ues- 
tion about the road’s able management 
under its present charter, but he objected 
to the elimination of two features which 
this new Dill provided. One of these was 
the publication of a list of stockholders. 
The original charter provides that the 
road shall publish its NMst of stockholders 
in the newspapers at least once a year and 
that the stock books shall be open to the 
public. Then, too, the original charter rpro- 
vides for double Hability on the stock- 
holders. He objected to this change. He 
eaid that he believed the present charter 
was working admirably and was in the in- 
terest of all those who had money Invested 


*' in ‘the road. He did not think that the 
' change proposed would be in the interest of 


: all the stockholders. 


Senator T. D. Stewart took the same po- 


ipition. 


Senator Golightly pointed out that these 
two provisions in the former charter were 
unfair to the railroad, which, if it were 

ting a new charter under the general 

w, could get it without those provisions. 
He said that no other railroad in Georgia 
had a charter requiring this double liability 
on the stockholders. The stockholders had, 
he believed, asked for this change, and he 
thought that the road should stand on the 
game footing with the other roads of the 
state. 

Senator Turner said that he was not ex- 
actly satisfied about the matter and could 
not vote for the bill until he was satisfied. 
He moved, therefore, to table the bill, and 
this motion prevailed.

A Sale of Old Copper. 


Yesterday morning Colonel Paul Tram- 
mell’s regular sale of moonshine whisky 
and ofd copper took place in front of the 
United States building. About 500 gallons of 
different kinds of liquor was to be sold. It 
was all made in the mountain stills, and 
was the very finest kind. It was in large 
barrels, which were ranged in rows by the 
side of the custom house. 

The auctioneer mounited one of the barrels 
and the sale began. As a preliminary 
move, a sample of the whisky to be sold 
was handed around. After much smacking 
of lips, the glass was handed back—empty. 
The bids were then made. They came 
fast, and the whisky was sold at a very 
low price. In this way the government got 
ra of the liquor which had been made 
contrary to the laws. 

After the sale of the whisky came the 
sale of the old copper. It is called old cap- 
per, but is nothing more nor less than what 
is left of the stills found by the revenue 


officers, after they finish with them. What' 


was once a beaut.ful still, the idol of some 
mcvtrmtaineer’s heart, is now only a charred 
mass of broken metal, and is fit for noth- 
ing but to be sold as old copper. 

The price brought by the rubbish was 
about 7 cents a pound. That is what it cost 
the man who bought the stills after they 
are old copper. The cost to the original 
owner, the moonshiner, can hardly be told. 

The still may have cost him a banished 
life. It may be the cause of his having to 
roam over the mountains liké a hunted 
beast, ‘trying to elude the vigilant revenue 
officers. It may have been the cause of his 
losing his life. 

It may have cost some sturdy ee 
taineer years of imprisonment in a jail; 
the using of the still may have caused him 
to die in a strange place, far away from 
his family and friends. The oost to the 
moonshiner who uses the copper when it 
is in the shape of a still cannot be estima- 
ted, but to the buyer of old copper it is 
worth only 7 cents-a pound.

EXISTING LAW IS UNJUST 


Unfair Both to the State and to Hon- 
est Citizens. — 


PROPOSED CHANGE WILL PREVENT FRAUD 


Sentiment in Legislature Is Strongly 
in Favor of New Legislation 
on Method of Assessment. 


An effort is on foot among some of the 
members of the present legislature to take 
decisive action against the present sys- 
tem of taxation assessments, which allows 
poperty holders to.make their tax returns 
according to their own estimates of the 
value of their property. 

Under the present system the state is im- 
posed upon by a great number of tax- 
payers who do not return for anything like 
a fair valuation upon their property. 

The legislators who are taking an active 
interest in the matter expect to introduce 
a bill at an early date which will stop 
present abuses and empower the state to 
collect the taxes upon a fair basis. 

Under the present system a hardship is 
working against, not only certain counties 
of the state, but a great number of indi- 
viduals. 


The latest report made up from the tax 


returns shows that the valuation of prop- 
erty on which taxes are paid does not begin 
to approach the real market value of the 
property. 

Though the legislature names the tax 
rate the individual taxpayers have such 
liberty in making their returns that they 
virtually decide what they shall pay for 
the support of the state’s government. 
There are many in the legislature who say 
that the demand for a different and more 
stringent assessment law is imperative. 

Governor Atkinson was seen yesterday 
concerning the probable adoption of a new 
law on this subject. 

“I consider it one of the most essential 
pieces of legislation that the legislature 
can enact,”’ said the governor. ‘I consider 


‘the present assessment law ‘both unjust 


and unfair to those honest taxpayers who 
pay tax on a fair valuation of their prop- 


erty. In my message to the last legislature, . 


issued more than a year ago, I urged the 
necessity of a new assessment iaw wupor 
the legislators, but no action was taken. 
It is gratifying to me to hear that the pres- 
ent legislature intends to do something to- 
ward putting a stop to the present shameful 
abuses,’”’ 


What the Governor Says. 

The portion of Governor Atkinson’s mes- 
sage read before the legislature which 
urges reasons for a change in the present 
law reads as follows: 

“In reference to the value of property, 
as shown by the comptroller general’s re- 
port gathered from tax returns, it’ is my 
duty to say to you that it does not ap- 
proximate the real or market value of the 
property of the citizens of the state sub- 
ject to ‘taxation. Under the present system 
of making tax returns, outside of where 
the returns are affected by local assess- 
ment systems of towns and cities, each 
man is his own tax assessor and places 
upon his property such value as he sees 
fit, even himself in many instances con- 
fessing that the amount at which it has 
been returned by him for taxes bears no 
approximate relation to the real value of 
the property. While the legislature nomi- 
nally fixes the tax rate for the state to 
be collected from her citizens, each citizen 
has the power to fix his own tax rate, 
and many of them do fix it at an unjustly 
low rate by placing a value upon their 
property far below its value and on a scale 
much lower than that by which the proper- 
ty of their neighbors is valued. The man 
who pays taxes upon property unfairly 
valued at $500, while on property of the 
same value his neighbor pays on $1,000, is 
lowering his own tax rate one-half, de- 
priving the state of its just revenue, and 
placing an unjust burden upon his honest 
neighbor, who values his property correctly. 

“I most earnestly recommend that some 
plan be devised by which the state, can 
arrive at something like a just valuation 
of the property of its citizens subject to 
taxation and protect the man who honestly 
returns his taxes against impositions from 
those who return their property at an im- 
proper valuation. It is well to bear in 
mind that any plan which you may adopt 
will, when put in practical operat.on, 
prove imperfect, but as these defects ap- 
pear ft will be the duty of your successors 
to correct them and continue to perfect the 
law. Certain it is that no system which 
can be open to greater 
abuses or more flagrant injustices than the 
law under which our property is now re- 
turned for taxes. A proper plan for as- 
sessment of property for taxation will not 
only equalize values, but place upon the 
tax books a vast amount of personal ef- 
fects which now. escape taxation. In con- 
nection with this recommendation I desire 
to suggest that you authorize the comptrol- 
ler general to prescribe and furnish to the 
tax collectors and tax receivers of this 
state such books as in his judgment should 
be kept by them And to prescribe rules dé- 
recting how thése books shall be kept: 
This will enable him to require the busi- 
ness of the state conducted by each of 
these officers to be conducted in a syste- 
matic and business-like manner, and will 
result in a large saving to the state.”
